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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: It is well 
known in the art to have heat shielding members comprising a plurality of layers, 
comprised of an upper layer including at least a shape-retention upper sheet and a 
lower layer made up of a lower sheet; space of an air layer formed between respective 
layers which are coupled by a group of stand-up pieces; and radiant heat reflective 
layers provided on respective upper faces of the layers; however, shape-retention upper 
sheets having bent-up legs at both sides having restorability at bent-up parts and 
spaces of air layers having an opening enabling ventilation in the longitudinal direction 
were not found in prior art.
